City Dog Licenses 
Are Not Going Up 

Having presented the City 
Council with a request for 
the increase of Dog Licenst 
fees for the year 1977-73, 
Porter W. Smalley, executive 
director of the Pasadena 
Humane Society met with 
the City Council at its regu¬ 
lar meeting of Tuesday, Feo- 
ruary 22 to discuss the 
matter. 

Higher costs of door-to- 
door license solicitation, and 
increased maintenance costs 
was given as the reason 
necessitating the fees. 

The increase request e d 
was leaving the S3.50 fee for 
neutered and spayed ani¬ 
mals, but to increase the $7 
fee to S10 and at the same 
time increase the penalty 
charge from $2 to $5. 

The City estimated that 
there were some 1,550 dogs 
within our city limits and 
of those 1,007 are either 
spayed or neutered. The in¬ 
crease in fees and penalties 
would bring in an additional 
$1,629 to the Society and ac¬ 
cording to Smalley encour¬ 
age the owners to have their 
animals neutered or spayed. 

Council did not increase 
fees, but increased penalties 
from $2 to $7.50 and auth¬ 
orized the City Attorney tc 
bring In the necessary ordi- 
nane to accommodate the 
penalty change. 


Ambrose Zaro, who is now 
76 years old, received a deep 
gash in his forehead, face 
and body lacerations, while 
trying to remove a log from 
the trail just below Orchard 
Camp. The accident occurred 
near the helicopter landing 
site which he built. 

Jim Scott, of Mt. Wilson 
Trail, called the Sierra Mi- 
dre Search and Rescue 
Team, who in turn asked the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff’s 
Department to dispatch a 
helicopter to the beginning 
of the trail. Four rescue men 
were flown to the helicopter 
site near Orchard Camp 
where they picked up Mr. 
Zaro and flew him to the 
Arcadia Methodist Hospital. 
A plastic surgeon had to be 
called in to suture the wound 
in his forehead. He was 
later released and taken to 
Mr. Scott’s home by a de¬ 
puty sheriff. 

Ambrose Zaro, who is 
known to everyone who 
hikes the trail on Wednes¬ 
day or Sunday, has put in 
several thousand hours of 
his own time, without com¬ 
pensation, keeping the trail 
in good shape for the safety 
of the many hikers who 
come from all over Southern 
California to hike here. He 
drives 40 miles round trip, 
twice a week from May- 
wood.

Ambrose has had some 
close escapes and minor in¬ 
juries over the years but this 
was his first serious injury. 
Time is running cut on Am¬ 
brose Zaro. It won’t be too 
long before he will have to 
give up the great service 
that he has done for the City 
of Sierra Madre and the 
thousands of hikers who 
have come here over the 
years that he has been keep¬ 
ing the trail in repair. 

Some of the repair work 
he has done is almost un¬ 
believable to think that one 
man has done all by him¬ 
self. He has moved trees and 
boulders that no r m a 11 y 
would take two men to move 
them. One of his great ac¬ 
complishments is at the slide 
area below First Water. He 
hauled pipe which he found 
in the stream bed, a mile 
above First Water, down to 
the slide area and made rail 
ings over the switchback for 
the safety of the hikers. 

There will never be ar- 
other Ambrose Zaro to take 
his place on Mt. Wilson Trail 
or any other trail In the 
United States. His love for 
the trail goes back to 1914 
when he made his first hike 
at the age of 14. Ambrose 
Zaro is to Mt. Wilson Trail 
as the great Babe Ruth is 
to baseball.

A Peace Corps Volunteer 

David Foxton Spent Over 
6200 Hours In Peace Corps 

The night market in Kho.n Kaen is bustling. A tiny 
wrinkled mother carrying a baby goes from table to 
table, begging. Small convival groups of Thais are gathered 

throughout the market, - 

in Honolulu in 1972 where he 
majored in bicscienee, grad¬ 
uating in 1974. 

Because he had worked on 
a farm in California for 
several summers, tau g h t 
special education in Hawaii 
and received a pre-med de¬ 
gree in bioscience. Foxton 
felt that surely there would 
be a place for him in the 
Peace Corps. The majority 
of requests from the 65 de¬ 
veloping nations where near¬ 
ly 6,300 Peace Corps volun¬ 
teers serve arc for persons 
with experience in agricul- 
tur, education or health. 

“I had an interest in all 
three fields,” Foxton recalls. 
“I liked the multi-cultural 
aspect of Hawaii and I 
asked the Peace Corps to 
send me to the Pacific Asia.” 

Foxton became a Peace 
Corps volunteer in July of 
1975. and joined the malaria 
eradication program in 
Thailand, which had been 
.underway for more than a 
decade. He works with 
three Thai counterparts. In 
the entomology division of 
the program, “we study the 
distribution of the malaria 
vector,” Foxton explai n s. 
“Only some mosq uitoes 
transmit malaria and they

Tax Burden ! 


When the funds are low 
and the debts are 
high. 

And you want to smile, 
hut you have to sigh, 
When care is pressing you 
down a bit, 

Rest, if you must — but 
don’t you quit. 

Success is failure turned

Supervisor James Hayes has disclosed the results of 
an intensive eight month study of the tax structure in the 
county that shows state or federal mandates eat up more 
than 90 cents of every tax dollar collected from property 
taxpayers. 

In addition, Hayes said that of the total tax dollars 
collected in the county, more than 66 per cent go to sup¬ 
port schools, cities, and special (districts, leaving only 
33 per cent to operate county government. 

‘‘And of that 33 per cent,” Hayes said, “only about four 
per cent is truly under control of the Board of Supervisors 
because of the unfair burdens imposed on county tax¬ 
payers by the myriad of state and federal laws passed by 
Congress and the State Legislature.” 

To reverse what he called “a growing trend of other 
levels of government to break the back of the local 
property taxpayers,” Hayes said he will ask the Board 
of Supervisors to request a meeting in Los Angeles with 
Gov. Brown andi all Board members and the Chief Ad¬ 
ministrative Officer of the county. 

“I think it is about time this board present a united 
front to the governor and the legislature, not only on 
behalf of this county but all counties over the state, so 
that the local tax dollar can be freed to be (used to provide 
service and support programs that the local taxpayer truly 
desires and can afford.” 

Hayes concentrated his study on the 21 departments 
in county government that provide services in three 
major areas — social services, health services, and the 
justice system — which are under the heaviest burden 
of federal or state mandates. 

“I am going to press strongly for either one of two 
things in the meeting with the governor in the area of 
social service mandates,” Hayes said, "either the state 
fully reimburse the county for all costs of welfare, in¬ 
cluding General Relief, or that the state take over opera¬ 
tion of the system.” 

The supervisor said that much of the costs of welfare 
are paid toy the federal or state governments, "but local 
property taxpayers have to come up with more than $240,- 
000,000 a year for a system over which neither the public 
nor the Board of Supervisors have any control.” 

As for the justice system, Hayes said the total costs 
to county property taxpayers is more than $312,000,000, 
"but, again, the property taxpayer and the Board of Super¬ 
visors really have little or no say as to what goes an. 

Hayes cited the examples of the court system, virtually 
the exclusive province of the Legislature, which each year 
sets salary levels for judges and dictates the number of 
judges, staff, and courtrooms to be provided in the county; 
court decisions and state laws that require counties to 
provide lawyers to all defendents in criminal cases and 
in juvenile courts; and legislative control over user fees 
in ’both civil court proceedings and the services provided 
by the County Clerk’s office. 

"I specifically will ask that either the state pick up 
these costs or permit this county to set County Clerk fees 
at a level to meet all costs for various filing and for 
copies of documents and records,” Hayes said. 

Each of the dozens of fees administered by the County 
Clerk is set toy the legislature, Hayes said, “and it is 
often as tough as pulling a tooth to get the legislature 
to permit us to maintain a fee schedule compatible with 
actual costs.” 

In addition, Hayes said that all fees authorized for 
services provided by the Coroner - Medical Examiner’s 
Office should be placed under local control to give the 
office the flexibility to fix fees at a level equal to actual 
cost for preparing such items as autopsy reports. 

"I do not object to the Legislature setting judges’ 
salaries,” said Hayes, “but as long as these salaries are 
under the control of the Legislature let the Legislature 
pay the full salary.” 

The supervisor said the state currently pays only 
$9,500 per year of the total salary of $49,166 for a super¬ 
ior court judge and none of the salary of $4S,255 of a 
municipal court judge. 

As for health services, the third major area of man¬ 
dated programs, Hayes said that county taxpayers will 
pick up a bill for $144,000,000 this year as their share 
of the costs of the Medi-Cal program. 

‘This is another gross example of a state imposed 
program, over which the person who actually pays the 
taxes has absolutely no say as to who is eligible, what 
level of service will toe provided, or anything else,” he said. 

“When the board meets with Gov. Brown I am going 
to urge that this unfair burden on the property taxpayers 
be lifted and that the state take over full costs of the 
Medi-Cal program,” Hayes said. 

Hayes said he i s analyzing his information on health 
services operations and "1 could present a whole laundry 
list of other mandated services which I believe the state 
should pay the full costs.’ 

"In a total of 49 departments of county government, 
we have so many federal or state mandated programs 
that there is very little left to us as a Board of Super¬ 
visors to decide when it comes to how the tax dollar 
will be spent,” he said. 

“Yet, the legislature has made this board and other 
boards throughout the state the target of rightfully out¬ 
raged property taxpayers who now find themselves so 
burdened with the bill for programs that should never 
have been based on property taxes. Taxpayers have no 
options to continue, trim back, or totally eliminate pro¬ 
grams they cannot aford. I think its about time that 
whoever calls the tune, pays the piper.”

Spending Up 47.6 Per Cent 


YOUR CITY GOVERNMENT 


Total state spending has increased by 29.6 per cent 
under Governor Brown’s first two budgets, and would go 
to 47.6 per cent if his just-proposed third spending program 
were to be enacted intact. 

According to revised estimates of total expenditures 
for the current budget year made public January 10, 1977, 
by the state Department of Finance, total expenditures for 
1976-77 will amount to $13.32 billion, lup 29.6 per cent 
or more than $3 billion over actual year-end spending 
of $10.28 billion for 1974-75, the last fiscal year under 
the Reagan administration. 

The governor’s latest proposed budget of $14,30 billion, 
plus companion spending proposals of $906 million, bring 
the total proposed spending program for the 1977-78 year 
up to $15.20 billion, 47.9 per cent or 4.92 billion over actual 
spending for 1974-75. 

However, as much as $500 million of the governor’s 
proposed new spending program is earmarked for direct 
property tax relief for homemakers, and expenditures 
which, while increasing the rate of state speeding, might 
more fairly be shown as a revenue decline. Such a change 
would produce a growth rate for the budget year of 10 
per cent over current-year spending estimates and an 
overall growth rate under the Brown administration to 
date of 43 per cent.

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 


1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash, 

6. Don'f use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Fix dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.

Nearly 40,000 Californians 
filed bankruptcy in fiscal 
1976, making us the un¬ 
qualified leader among ether 
state residents taking ad¬ 
vantage of the federal debt 
relief laws, it was an¬ 
nounced by Melvin Marcus, 
director of the American 
Bankruptcy Council. 

“Not only did California 
lead all other states,” ac¬ 
cording to Marcus, “but 
Southern California alone 
register e d 23,471 bank¬ 
ruptcy petitions, 6,420 more 
filings than the entire state 
of Illinois, he second high¬ 
est ranking state i the Un¬ 
ion.” 

Marcus, who heads a con¬ 
sumer help firm that in¬ 
structs debtors on the art 
of filing bankruptcy with¬ 
out the aid of attorneys, 
said that nearly a quarter- 
million Americans filed 
bankruptcy in fiscal 1976 
and that California repre 
sented 16 per cent of that 
total. 

The figures were 28 per 
cent higher that ten years 
ago when 192,354 Americans 
filed bankruptcy in 1966, 
and 300 per cent higher then 
the 62.000 bankruptcies filed 
in 1956. 

Marcus claimed that the 
percentage increase of na¬ 
tional consumer debt over 
the past twenty years has 
almost exactly parallel e d 
the increase in bankruptcy

Marcus, sometimes refer¬ 
red to as the Ralph Nader 
of do- it- yourself bank¬ 
ruptcy, reported his organi¬ 
zation has helped more than 
10,000 debt ridden Southern 
Californians since opening 
his office here in 1974. 

Conversely, some leading 
business leaders have stated 
that the great number of 
bankruptcy filings by indivi¬ 
dual have caused some real 
problems in the business 
firms. Many small busi 
nesses that have been ex¬ 
isting on a very small pro¬ 
fit margin have gone under 
because they had extended 
credit to these consumers 
who very shortly after re¬ 
ceiving credit, filed for 
bankruptcy.
